Sells Dairy to 
Herbert Norton 



Witt Stay at Plant Manager 

Horton Experienced in 

Dairy Business 



Scott's Dairy has been sold by its 
founder Walter I. Scott to Herbert 
\V. Horton, or Ohicago, who took pos- 
session June 1. The sale price was 
not revealed. 

Scott will remain as plant mana- 
ger while Horton will devote his at- 
tention to sales and distribution. 

The new owner until recently had 
charge of the wholcs.iIc department 
of the Bowman Dairy Co.. at Englc- 
wood, a position he took after receiv- 
ing his discharge from the U, S. 
Marine corps last November. . 

Previous to 'his war service Horton 
was vice-president of the Cream 
Crest Farm dairy at Skokie. He enter- 
ed military service in March 1943 and 
as platoon sergeant spent more than 
two years in the Pacific area, serving 
on the aircraft carrier Saratoga and 
participating in the battle of Iwo 
Jima. 

He plans to move his wife and two 
children to Antioch as soon as a resi- 
dence can be found. 

Scott, the retiring owner, has seen 
the business develop from a single 
delivery wagon to its present modern 
equipment serving an area bounded 
by Richmond and Twin Lakes, North 
Salem, Silver Lake, MlUburn and 
Lake Villa. 

The plant on Dwlght court has a 
homogcnizer and all of the ncccsary 
equipment to prepare milk for ex- 
tensive distribution both in bottles 
ond cartons. Ten trucks arc operated. 

The number of employes ranges 
from 12 in winter to 18 In summer. 

Scott's dairy was started January 
21, 1825 when Mr. Scott quit his job 
as driver of "Old Jim" the horse 
drawing the wagon owned by Wallace 
E. Drum, to start his own business. 
The business has grown until now 
it serves the northern part of Lake 
county.

New Patrolman to Be 
Added to Police Force 
to Give Night Service 

Police of Antioch will receive high- 
er pay and a new patrolman will be 
added under an agreement reached 
by the vilagc board Tuesday evening. 

An increase of $20 a month will be 
offered to Fred Peterson, chief, and 
William Thieman, patrolman, the 
former to receive $175 and the latter 
who serves during busy periods to re- 
ceive S190. 

A Job as patrolman will be offered 
to a former member of the force at 
a wage of $170 a month. He probably 
will be placed on the day shift and 
Peterson on a night shift. 

The addition of one new member 
is necessitated to provide protection 
at night. Recent requests for night 
fKilice service have been made to the 
board and these were emphasized 
again by a letter from members of 
the Lions club asking that the board 
fulfill its pjriier promise. 

The board found that through In- 
creased rcvenucG from automobile, 
theatre and tavern licenses since 
April 31, they now will have money 
to pay for the hiring of the extra 
man, an expense they could not 
heretofore mcft. 

Adoption of Zoning 
Ordinance Delayed 
Through Protests 

Plan Returned to Commis- 
sion With Suggestions to 
Have Rehearing 

Delay in the adoption of the pro- 
posed new zoning ordinance by the 
village 'board occurred Tuesday eve- 
ning when a few properly owners 
protested the zoning on a region be- 
tween Main St. and tlie Soo Line 
tracks near North Ave., for light in- 
dustry. 

As the result of the protest, the 
board referred, the matter back to the 
zoning commission with a proposal 
that the property owners in that 
area be called together soon to dis- 
cuss possible changes. 

The area under protest comprises 
the lots from 1 to 18 and 30 to 45 
in Blocks addition, or the region 
north of the Charles Richards and 
Fred Hawkins properties between the 
railroad and Main St., lo North Ave. 

Under the present plan, property 

adjacent to the tracks is zoned for 

light industr>' but that next to Main 

j St. is not. 'Those protesting believe 

i the whole area should be made resi- 

'dential. 

The dale for tlie mooting has not 
as yet been chosen but plans are be- 
ing made to have a mocling ot the 
commission and of the board of Tnis- 
toes on the same night so that the 
board can consider its appropriation 
ordinance.

The last of the dim-out restrictions, 
those banning sign and decorative 
lighting, were lifted May 29, by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission fol- 
lowing announcement that the coal 
strike had been settled. 

Britton I. Budd, president of the 
Public Service Company .of Northern 
Illinois, said that customers could 
now resume their normal uses of elec- 
tricity. * 

"The public may now feel free 
again to make full use of electric 
service for all residential, commer- 
cial and industrial purposes," he said. 

"The period of these restrictions 
has been a trying one, and we want 
the public to know that we appreci- 
ate its understanding and co-opera- 
tion."

Plans to make Victoria street an 
arterial thoroughfare subject to im- 
provement and care through state 
funds were made by Ihe village 
board Tuesday evening. 
- R. L, Alurric, clerk, was instructed 
to write to the Illinois Highway com- 
mission asking aid in making the 
street arterial and improving it for 
heavy traffic. 

Originally paved through regular 
assessment for a residential area, Ihe 
street is 'but 24 feet wide and is of a 
construction that will not handle the 
heavy traffic that encroaching busi- 
ness now furnishes. 

Plans are to widen the street 
from Lake to Quality St. through an 
addition of three feet on both sides 
and 'build a 6-inch curbing. 

Would Widen Main Street 

Murrie was also instructed to ask 
the state for aid in widening Main 
street from Lake street south to Ida 
Ave., It is helicved that the 30-foot 
wide street can be widened five feet 
or more and that by doing so con- 
gestion of "traffic will bo relieved. 

Instruction were also given to Mur- 
rie to ask the state lo establish park- 
ing rules and regulations near the 
Catholic church where there have 
been traffic snarls at the tinic of 
ser\'ices. By establishing a system of 
parking and travel in that area the 
trustees believe that the street need 
not be patrolcd. 



Meat Prospects 
^ Growing Scarcer 



nosidenls of Lake County were 
tightening their belts this week as 
they joined government forecasters 
in an old familrar tunc — "There is 
Going to be Less Meat." 

Reason for the harmony is the re- 
cent hike in grain price ceilings, 
which eveo'body admits is causing a 
downward swing in hog production. 

The Agriculture Department said 
that its pig crop goals for next fall 
and spring "may be cut sharply," 
warning of a meat scarcity to run in- 
to the winter of 1947. 

Packer spokesmen say all reports 
from the countrj' show hog reduction 
will far exceed the 10 per cent cut 
asked In the government birth con- 
trol order for the fall pig crop. 

"The meat shortage isn't something 
in the future," commented Herman 
M. Conway, research director of the 
National Livestock Producers' As- 
sociation. 

"It's here now. Each week will see 
less and less meat. The black market 
In corn anticipated higher ceilings 
and farmers began months ago to li- 
quidate their livestock," 

He predicted the shortage will ex- 
tend to com fed beef and mutton be- 
cause "it has become unprofitable for 
fanners Ao produce meat in the face 
ot increased feed, labor and over- 
head costs."

65,000 Veterans 
Are Now Enrolled 
in Colleges 

Many Are Taking Home- 
town Training ; Business 
Groups Assist 



Impressive Rites 
Pay Tribute to

That Illinois veterans are eager for 
education and practical job training 
under the GI Bill is subslantiatcd by 
figures just released by Administra- 
tor Homer G. Bradney of the Illinois 
Veterans* Commission. He revealed 
that of the 144,000 veterans who have 
requested training, over 65,000 are 
now enrolled in our colleges, univer- 
sities and trade schools or arc re- 
ceiving practical on-the-job training 
in farm management, in business and 
industr>'. 

Bradney stated the number far ex- 
ceeds expectation and indicates the 
need for still further expansion in ed- 
ucational and on-the-job and apprent- 
ice training facilities. 

Over 15,000 veterans arc already 
enrolled in 373 vocational agriculture 
classes while working under the su- 
per\'ision of practical farmers. Well 
over 20,000 are sen-ing apprentice- 
ships in on-the-job training in 16,000 
shops, factories anA business cstab- 
lishmcjits already approved in Illi- 
nois by Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Vernon L, Nlckell. 

Latest business group to adopt a 
veteran training program is the Illi- 
nois Restaurant Association. Plans 
have been approved for training 1500 
to 2000 in restaurant management. 
(You may no* expect improved ser- 
vice at your favorite eating place). 

Under this earn-as-you-learn plan 
^of home-town training, the employer 
'agrees to supen-ise the veteran's 
training, paying him the standard bc- 
'ginncr's wage, which is supplemented 
by a living allowance paid by the Ve- 
terans Administration under the Ser- 
vicemen's Readjustment Act, com- 
monly known as the "GI Bill." 

Bradney estimates over 30,000 ve- 
terans arc back in school today. Of 
this group, Chicago's public schools, 
including trade schools and junior 
colleges, have 6403 GI enrollments, 
and the University of Illinois is next 
with 5,895 veteran students. Other 
Chicago colleges end trade schools 
have absopbed dose to 15,000. State 
normal schools have over 1,800, with 
a generous percentage of veterans in 
other coUe^es. 



Preceded by a colorful parade of 
patriotic and civic organizations, an 
impressive Memorial Day program 
was held in the Antioch Village park, 
Thursday afternoon at 2 o'clock under 
the auspices of Antioch's two ve- 
terans' organizations, American Le- 
gion Post No, 748 and Sequoit Post 
Veterans of Foreign Wars No. 4551. 

Frederick H. Fahringer, chaplain at 
Veterans' hospital, Hines, Illinois, 
the principal speaker, paid tribute to 
the men who have served this country 
in all past conflicts. 

He was introduced by Everett Hat- 
field, past senior commander of An- 
tioch post. The service opened with 
the singing of "America" by the as- 
sembly, accompanied by the Antioch 
TownsSiip high school band. F. A. 
Swenson, commander of the Antiooh 
Legion post, led the "Pledge of Al- 
legiance to the Flag." 

Invocation was offered by the Rev. 
A, D. McKay, rector of St. Ignatius 
Episcopal church. • 

Everett Hatfield gave a brief in- 
troductory talk. Remarks by Willard 
Schneider, commander ot Sequoit 
post V. F. W. of Antioch, were fol- 
lowed by a selection by the high 
school band, directed by Hans von 
Holwodc. 

Roll call of departed comrades of 
the community was read by J. H. 
Mossage, chaplain Antioch post, and 
a wreath was placed on a symbolical 
unknown Soldier's grave by the 
American Legion Auxiliary. 

Prayer in mcmorj- of departed 
comrades of the community was of- 
fered by J. H. Message. 

An appnoprintc selection by the 
Sons of the iLcgion Drum and Bugle 
corps was followed by the address by 
Frederick H. Fahringer, after which 
a thirty-second period of silence in 
tribute to the dead was pbsorved. 

The sounding of "Taps" by Armand 
Dalgaard, Irumpcter. The service 
closed with the Star Spangled Banner 
by the assembly and band, the bene- 
diction 'by the Rev. Father Felix of 
Benedictine Fathers.

Learning The Hard Way 

An entire community — hotel, store,, garage, 
homes- was destroyed by Jlro recently la the state of 
Washington. In ten minutes thousands of dalltrs worth 
of property and a town wore wiped off the map. Thirty 
families were stranded. Fortunately, no lives were lost. 

In this case the fire may 'have been unavoidable. 
It was thought that a chimney spark on a dry roof 
started the conflagration. However, the citizens bf this 
town should not forget the lesson they have learned. 
When they build again, and that will be no easy Job 
in these days of shortages and high costs, they will un- 
doubtedly give serious thought to the elimination of 
fire hazards. It Is a good bet that hereafter they will 
make certain that their fire fighting equipment is in 
good order. If they have any luck at all, the nation's 
number one property destroyer will find slim pickings 
in their region for a long time to come. 

Thousands of other communities could profit by 
the experience of this little Washington town. It learn- 
ed its lesson the hard way. Others can learn the easy 
way, profiting by experience. They should follow the 
advice of fire prevention experts with greater diligence. 
They can revise obsolete ordinances, check the ade- 
quacy of water supply, encourage individual awareness 
of the danger of fire. They can go far toward eliminat- 
ing a half-billion-dollar fire loss each year. 

An.vway, there is one community in Washington 
that should hereafter be a good citizen from the stand- 
point of practicing fire prevention.
